Men Injured by Blows

sion of the dead man they found a 
large quantity of cocaine and mor- 
phine, and several outfits of hypo 
dermic needles and syringes The 


drugs were contained in all kinds of 
packages, cigarette boxes, talcum pow- 


der tins, pill boxes, small round tin 
containers, large botties and small 
bottles, small powder papers, heavy 


yaper cartons and envelopes. 

Dr. Forin made an examination of 
the man, and announced that in his 
opinion be had died from @ cessation 
of heart actio caused by cocaine or 
morphine, which had evidently been 
taken in an overdose 

la Praek has a wife who is living 
in Chicago, and is, or professes to be, 
a doctor specializing on the cure of the 
drug habit. The man was a follower 
of the race track, and came to Ed- 
monton about May 24th to attend the 
spring races. Since then he hae been 
living in the Alexander rooms. In 
his pockets were found a _ five-cent 
piece, and a few loose articles. 

It is quite evident that the man was 
a drug fiend, and came to his death 
through an overdose of cocaine, The 
body was removed to Connelly & Mc- 
Kinley’s undertaking parlors. No in- 
quest will be held.
